Pretoria, June 16.—As I telegraphed | 
yesterday from cne of our outposts, fif- 
teen miles east of Pretoria, the Boers 
evacnated their positions during the 
night of June 12. They had paid so 
much attention to strecgtbening their 
flanks that their centre was weakly 
held, and as soon as thia became evid- 
ent on June 12, I directed Ian Hamil-| 
ton to attack. He moved against Dia- 
mond Hill, with the Sussexs, Derby- 
shires and City Imperiel volunteers, | 
supported on the left by the guards bri- 
gade under Inigo Jones. It was grand, | 
seeing the way our men advanced over | 
the difficult ground and un-er a heavy, 
fire. 

‘The casvaltics, I am thankful to! 
say, were less than 100, a very small 
number considering the natural strength | 
of the position, which had to be carried. 

Our seizure of Diamond Hill caused 
the Boers to feel they were practically 
surrounded and this resalted in their 
hasty retirement. “hey were being fol- 
lowed yesterday by some of cur mount- 
ed corps. 

‘‘Hamilton epoke in the high terme 
of the troops engaged. Hamilton re- 
ceived a contusion from a shrapnel bul- 
let in the shoulder but is not, am happy 
to say, unable to perform hie duaties.’’ 

The reat of Lord Roberts’ dispatch 
deals with the cazualties and Gen, 
Baden- Powell's movement in western 
Transvaal, where he with 800 men in 
systematically re-establishing order and 
collecting arms and supplies. About 
600 Boers have surrendered and Baden- 
Powell captured 230 prisoners. Accord- 
ing to Baden Powell's report the Boers 
will readily discuss type of surrender 
and they all appreciate the work of 
pacification performed by his troops.
